that continues with the on-going unrest and 
deadly protest in the effort to bring down- 
its dictator leader of 42 years in ruling. 
Last, the incredible power of nature took 
place in Japan with an 8.9 magnitude earth- 
quake, which struck the coastal Japan on 
March 11th, which spawned a powerful 
tsunami that lead to at least 10,000 deaths 
and devastated millions. 

These events may cause many Cambo- 
dians anxiety about the world around them 
because of their great share of experiences 
of the Khmer Rouge Killing Field in the 
70s; the invasion of Vietnam that result in 
millions of Cambodians becoming refugees. 
Followed by the coup de tat’ in 1997 and 
the most recent unforeseen tragedy of 
“stampede” on November 23rd, 2010, 
during the Cultural Annual Festival in 
Phnom Penh, Cambodia that caused hun- 
dred deaths and thousands injured. 

These historical events determined and 
created unsettling emotional, mental, and 
physical climates in all adult, young adult, 
teen, and children living in each of these 
eras. The described climates, in no doubt, 
has a secondary effect on the children and 
teen today, as they see pictures in the news, 
overhear stories of destruction, despair, 
and notice the anxiety in adults. 

If you find the events described above 
caused you anxiety, feeling unease and 
unsettle, brought nightmares and flashback 
of past events you’ ve witnesses and expe- 
riences, caused overwhelming concerns 
and fears for yourself, your family, and 
children, you may want to consider pro- 
fessional counseling to deal with your 
reactions. 

Why Professional Counseling? 

1. To work on dealing and freeing 
yourself from traumatic experiences you’ve 
encountered throughout your life that 
caused you from moving forward. 

2. Therapist/Counselor can offer skills 
that can assist you with problem solving 
techniques to cope with what you may 


struggle with. 

3, Help you find a more happy and 
healthier you through positive techniques 
in fostering your emotional, mental, phy- 
sical, and behavioral aspects affecting your 
daily life. 

Why Professional Counseling Important? 

1 . If you are parents understand that how 
you appear to your children emotionally, 
mentally, physically, and behaviorally on 
a daily basis have profound influence on 
them. They mirror how you carryout and 
respond to all life aspects. They will observe 
not just what you say, hut what you do. 

2. Children need and absorb wisdom 
from you as parents, consciously and suh-

consciously. They grow into the kind of 
people they will become at least in part by 
how you guide them through their questions, 
fears, and concerns. 

3. The most important thing you can do 
for your children is to be there, listen, be 
your most thoughtful sel ves, and respond 
to their emotional and educational needs. 
You can offer a place to teach them about 
the world that they will inherit. 

Your Responsibility to Your Children 

1. You have a responsibility as parents 
and teachers. 

2. Recognize that every child is an 
individual (in the Cambodian culture par- 
ents tend to compare a child whom they 
feel present poorly with “children” whom 
they feel a better accomplisher in a certain 
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area of development among siblings, rela- 
tives, and or acquaintances of similar age). 
This is not a good concept to teach any 
children to better achieve in life. In fact 
you do the opposite, which is presenting 
hurtful insult to a child who is in need of 
assistant. 


3. In dealing with tragic events and 
natural or man made disasters; as parents 
you have the responsibility to reassure 
children of their own safety and security. 
For young children in times of unease, the 
strength of your calm presence and simple 
reassurances help to make the world a safe 
and manageable place, as adults determine 
the emotional climate for young children. 

4. Limit the children’s exposure to 
horrific images by reducing exposure to 
the media. 



5. Help children participate in global 
events in ways that are meaningful to them. 

Some Suggestions to Answering Chil- 
dren’s Questions about any Tragic Events 
or Disaster 

Be prepared with the facts of the situ- 
ation and the appropriate language; by 
consider key points for talking to any 
child: 

1. Modify your response to the indi- 
vidual child. Keep in mind the child’s age, 
personality and level of interest. 

2. Ask what the child knows and is 
thinking about. Answer their questions 
without over-explaining or providing more 
details than necessary. 

3. Help them understand that the natural 
world is a source of both life and struggle. 
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4. Help older children understand about 
the world that they are seeing and using it 
as an opportunity to discuss issues of cul- 
ture, poverty, global responsibility and 
geography. 

It is important to note that children Learn 
empathy and compassion by taking actions 
that help others and watching parents who 
model kindness, generosity, and compas- 
sion. 

Good luck taking a chance to better 
yourself emotionally, mentally, and phy- 
sically. Last week I learned from a confer- 
ence I attended and presented that 80% of 
all physical illness is cause by stress. Know 
that the professional with rightful skills 
are available to assist when you are ready. 
It is noted that a healthier, confidence, and 
stronger parents raise healthy, confidence, 
resilience, and knowledgeable children.
